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Farmers'  Week  is  an  annual  event  at  the  University  of  Missouri. 
It  is  just  what  the  name  implies — a  week  crammed  full  of  good  things 
for  the  farmers  of  Missouri. 

Last  year  2600  persons  registered  during  Farmers'  Week,  They 
came  from  92  counties  of  Missouri  and  19  states.  A  group  of  farmers 
from  one  county  chartered  a  Pullman  sleeper  and  kept  it  at  Columbia 
during  the  entire  Farmers'  Week.  In  this  way  they  solved  the  question 
of  transportation  and  lodging  at  the  same  time.  Several  counties  will 
follow  this  good  example  at  the  forthcoming  Farmers'  Week,  January 


1.  The  Farmers'  Short  Course.  This  course  runs  from  8:30 
A.  M.  to  3:00  P.  M.  each  day  for  four  days  beginning  January  12. 
There  is  a  daily  recess  from  12:00  to  1:30  P.  M.  The  Farmers' 
Short  Course  is  given  by  the  University  of  Missouri  College  of  Agri- 
culture. The  detailed  schedule  of  lectures  and  demonstrations  ap- 
pears on  pages  5  to  14  of  this  announcement.  There  is  a  special 
section  for  women  (see  p.  15)  and  one  for  boys  and  girls  (see  p.  17). 

2.  The  State  Association  Meetings.  These  meetings  are  held 
in  the  afternoon  usually  from  3:00  to  5:00  in  order  to  give  members 
a  chance  to  attend  the  afternoon  sessions  of  the  Farmers'  Short 
Course.  All  association  meetings  are  under  the  direction  of  their 
officers,  with  whom  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  co-operates  heart- 
ily in  supplying  special  speakers.  On  page  21  is  printed  a  list  of 
the  associations  which  will  meet  at  the  University  of  Missouri  during 
Fariners'  Week. 

3.  The  Evening  Programs.  The  Missouri  State  Board  of 
Agriculture  has  arranged  four  evening  programs — January  11,  12, 
13,  and  14.  This  is  the  fiftieth  year — the  golden  anniversary — in 
the  life  of  the  Missouri  State  Board  of  Agriculture  which  was  organ- 
ized in  1865.  At  the  opening  program  Monday  night,  which  is  the 
opening  of  the  Farmers'  Week  exercises,  Honorable  P.  P.  Lewis, 
President  of  the  Board,  will  review  the  work  which  the  State  Board 
of  Agriculture  has  done  in  the  interest  of  Missouri  farmers  during 
the  half  century  of  its  history.  President  H.  J.  Waters  of  the  Kan- 
sas Agricultural  College  will  appear  on  the  same  program. 

On  Tuesday  night  Honorable  Elliott  W.  Major,  Governor  of 
Missouri,  will  appear  on  the  program  with  a  message  that  Missouri 
farmers  will  want  to  hear. 

Honorable  David  F.  Houston,  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in  Pres- 
ident Wilson's  cabinet  will  deliver  an  address  Wednesday  afternoon  of 
Farmers'  Week. 

Among  other  noted  speakers  which  the  State  Board  of  Agri- 
culture will  bring  to  Missouri  during  Farmers'  Week  may  be  men- 
tioned: Mrs.  Belle  Van  Dorn  Harbert,  President  International 
Congress  of  Farm  Women;     Miss  Helen  Louise  Johnson,  Chairman 
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of  Home  Economics  Committee  of  National  Federation  of  Wom- 
en's Clubs;  Honorable  S.  M.  Sawyer,  Governor  of  the  Federal  Re- 
serve Bank  of  Kansas  City;  George  Woodruff,  Joliet,  Illinois,  a  bank- 
er and  financier  who  has  worked  out  on  his  own  account  a  satis- 
factory system  of  rural  credits;  H.  W.  Mumford,  chief  of  the  Division 
of  Animal  Husbandry,  Illinois  College  of  Agriculture. 

Other  invitations  have  been  issued.  A  number  of  the  speakers 
will  appear  not  only  on  the  evening  programs  but  also  on  the  pro- 
grams of  some  of  the  State  Association  meetings. 

4.  The  Tenth  Annual  Farmers'  Banquet.  The  closing  event 
of  the  1915  Farmers'  Week  will  be  a  banquet  given  by  the  Univer- 
sity of  Missouri  to  visiting  farmers.  This  year  provision  will  be 
made  to  seat  800  persons. 

THE  FARMERS*  SHORT  COURSE 

The  Farmers'  Short  Course  is  strictly  educational.  It  covers  the 
whole  field  of  agriculture  in  considerable  detail.  The  lectures  and  dem- 
onstrations are  prepared  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  practical  man  on 
the  farm  and  the  practical  woman  in  the  farm  home.  A  special  program 
for  farm  boys  and  girls  makes  the  Farmers'  Short  Course  fit  the  needs 
of  every  member  of  the  family — young  and  old. 

Room  and  Board.  The  people  of  Columbia  will  open  their  homes 
to  Farmers'  Week  visitors.  The  Columbia  Commercial  Club  will,  again, 
as  in  previous  years,  welcome  all  visitors  and  help  them  to  find  rooms 
and  board.  The  city  will  be  canvassed  just  before  the  opening  of  Farm- 
ers' Week  and  all  available  rooms  will  be  listed.  Students  from  the  Col- 
lege of  Agriculture  will  act  as  guides  to  give  such  direction  and  help  as 
visitors  may  desire.  The  cost  of  rooms  will  be  from  fifty  cents  to  one 
dollar  per  day. 

Meals  can  be  had  at  hotels,  restaurants  or  at  the  University  Commons 
at  regular  prices.  The  Commons,  run  by  the  University  at  cost,  is  locat- 
ed right  on  the  campus  and  is  within  a  few  minutes'  walk  of  any  of  the 
buildings  in  which  meetings  will  be  held.

3.  Then  go  to  the  Agricultural  Building  (4  on  map)  and  register 
at  the  office  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  on  the  main  floor.  Every 
person  who  attends  Farmers'  Week  should  be  sure  to  register  and  get  a 
badge.    The  badges  are  given  by  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture. 

4.  After  registering  you  are  ready  to  attend  the  lectures  and  dem- 
onstrations.   Bring  this  program  with  you  for  your  guidance.
